Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Doshi is the primary reference applied to all claims. The end of the 
second paragraph on the first page of Doshi indicates "... an optimal selection from among existing node locations and 
interconnections them via existing fiber routes..." Examiner agreed that this did not indicate an actual physical 
connection of nodes. Each of the independent claims contains a limitation for network configuration, i.e. connection of 
the nodes. Doshi teaches only network design, not configuration and therefore does not teach all the limitations of 
independent claims 1, 7, 12, 16, and 18. The rejection of the claims based on Doshi will be withdrawn. 
Attention was drawn to figure 2 of the instant application, which goes to the heart of the invention. The invention lies in 
two places. First is the automation of both the design and configuration of a network. Second is the the thorough 
testing of a design before implementation to ensure the parts used in the design are adequate and actually exist in the 
inventory. This prevents wasted time, money, and effort trying to configure an impossible design. The order of steps in 
figure 2 is needed to ensure the proper functioning of the invention. In contrast, Russ does not test the design before 
implementing. Russ configures a new path and then tests to ensure it is functioning properly. 
The design phase has two tests. The first is to ensure the selected components are capable of meeting the network 
requirements. For example, if the network needs a high speed router is the router selected actually a high speed 
router? The second is to ensure that the selected components are actually available. For example, do we have 
adquate high speed routers in the parts inventory? If the answer to either question is no the part is marked as bad or 
unusable for this design and the design process begins anew. Commerford, on the other hand, simply keeps a 
database of available parts based upon network updates. If a part fails it is marked unusable and a spare part is also 
removed from the list of available parts. Also, Commerford's database is updated during a configuration phase, not a 
design phase. 
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
